It is statod that Mr. O'Connsr 
Power, M. P., who is known in mnny 
lnr' r o English, Scotch, and Irish towns 
f,s an effective lecturer, especially on 
Irish questions, contemplates a tour 
through America during tho autumn 
for the purpose of delivering lectures 
on Home llule. 

Upwards of 10,000 guinea season 
tickets havo already been sold for ad- 
mission to the now Alexandra Palace. 

Mr. Agnew, tho well-known picture 
dealer of°Manchester, deposed before 
the Select Committee on tho Carriers' 
Act, that the average valuo of the 
works of art sent out by his firm dur- 
ing the last ten years amounted to 
| £2,000,000 per annum. 

Mr. Hugh Taylor, of tho firm of 
Taylor, Nuran, & Co., has given Bix 
'months' 1 notico to tho employors, 
(South Wales) organization, of his in-

Mr. Tennant, M. P., for Leeds, has 
been sovorely burned through tho cur- 
tains of his bed taking tiro at his ap- 
artments in Olarge street, London. 

Ono of the most valuablo livings in 
England, tho rectory of Stockport, is 
vacant by tho death, on Tuesday last, 
of the Rev. Charles Konrick Proscot, 
M. A. , who bad held it for fifty-five 
years. The value of tho benefico is 
£2,200 a year, with house, and it is in 
the patronage of Mr. S. Symonds. 

Mr. F". Sargent is engaged upon a 
picturo of tho House of Commons, in 
which upwards of 300 portraits of 
members will bo introduced.

At Bradford, Yorkshiro, tho high- 
est price ever realized for land has 
just boon obtained. At a salo of Cor- 
poration proporty £25 per squaro yard 
wan paid for part of the sito of tho now 
Liberal Club. 

It is said that the Hon. R. Bourke, 
M.P., Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs and brother of tho late Viceroy 
of India, has been offered tho Gover- 
norship of Madras, vacant by tho 
death of Lord Hobart, and refused by 
Lord Lytton, the Ambassador to the 
Court of Lisbon, late Principal (Secre- 
tary at Paris. 

The Prince of Wales' visit to India 
is likely, says tho "Athemeum," to 
create a stir in the world of journal- 
ism.

English Mail. 

We read iu the "Englishman:" — 
All that it -was possiblo to do in the 
Tichborne case Lab now boon done by 
Dr. Kenealy. The rules of the House 
forbid him fiom ever again bringing 
it on. He can ne?er a second time 
arraign in that assembly the conduct 
of the Judges or revive the comp'aints 
-which have been heard and disposed 
of. Tichborne's fato, as far as in- 
quiry ia concerned, is sealed. Unless 
some extraordinary accident happens, 
he must livo and die in Dartmoor. For 
him, poor fellow', no further chance 
remains. Tho division list of Friday 
night was his death warrant. Never 
again shall ho sec his -wife or child to 
hold either to his bosom He will 
Boon, probably, bo made acquainted 
•with what has happened, and wo 
should hardly think that, he will long 
survive the shock. All the full and 
heartfelt enthusiasm which a noble 
peoplo feel in his behalf must now bo 
stilled. They have seen that they can 
effect nothing. Even the prayers to 
Heaven from morning until night 
-which so many pious women and 'reli- 
gious men have raised fail to effect 
their virtuous purpose. Tichborne is 
undone, but the judges are secure, and 
the result has been hailed by the hor- 
rid newspapers with an absolute 
.scream of fury and delight." 

The London correspondent of tho 
"Manchester Guardian" writes:— 

"The town is already talking of 
Miss Thompson's Iloyal Academy pie* 
.ture — a square of British infantry 
formed to resist cavalry. Without 
venturing into the province of your 
art critic, I may mention that beforo 
Miss Thompson painted this work she 
vras offered and accepted 2,000 guineas 
for it, the subject being loft entirely 
to her own choice. Shortly after sho 
had undertaken his task sho went 
down to Chatham and by tho favour of 
the military authorities there had a 
square of infantry drawn up before 
. her. Tho men were not, I believo, 
picked specially, but they were very 
fair specimens of tho British army ;and 
Miss Thompson expressed herself as 
greatly interested in one bearded ve- 
teran, a tall, handsome, broad-shoul- 
dered man, whose face appears on her 
canvas. For half an hour the men 
blazed away with blank cartridge 
straight over her head, and Miss Thomp- 
son stood, sketch-book in her hand, 
watching every movement, now enve- 
loped in smoke, now going near tho 
men to watch the expression of their 
faces as they tired now volleys and now 
dropping shots." 

A correspondent of the "Standard," 
in an account of the opening of the 
amateur coaching season in Loudon, 
draws attention to the business-like 
habits of the gentlemen drivers. They 
keep time to tho minute, deliver par- 
cels en route with the greatest regu- 
larity, and, stoppages included, do 
their ten miles an hour like their pre- 
decessors who lived by tho work. The 
pecuniary element is not altogether 
wanting; the passengers, of courso, 
pay for their seats, and tho sum takeu 
in fares considerably reduces tho cost 
of the amusement. The teams, as 
well as tho coach behind them, are 
tnrned out in a stylo which prelucdes 
any notion of nil attempt to balance 
incomo with expenditure. What the 
proprietors lose, however, says the 
correspondent, tho public gain ; audit 
may bo doubted whether practical be- 
nevolence has even taken a much 
more useful form than that of convoy- 
ing work-worn Londoners at a reason- 
able cost to tho scenes of health and 
of sylvan beauty which surround 
their city. Mr. .Nathaniel (Jouke, who 
has just started a "gentleman's coach ' 
between Birkenhead and Chester, may 
thus be regarded as one .if tho public 
benefactors of his own district. 

An unpleasant incident marred the 
funeral of Baron Figott. Deceased 
was a member of the sect known as the 
Plymouth Brethren, as are his sons, 
and the}', abjuring all ceremonial ol 
religion, intimated to the ltector of 
S her field', near Basingstoke, whero the 
Baron was to be buried, that they did 
not wish to have the Church Service 
road. The Baron having been bap- 
tized in the Church ot England, the 
clergyman could not have refused to 
read tho Service; but ho appears, sup- 
ported by some of tho mourners, to 
buvo determined to read the Service, 
in spite of any request to the contrary, 
and it was only on receiving a legal 
protest on the part of tho executors of 
tho deceased Judge against the Service 
being read that tho rector shut up his 
book and walked away. 

Admiral Sherard Osborno died sud- 
denly at his residence in Charles St., 
London, on the 6th May. Ho entered 
tho Navy iu 183/, and served in the 
East Indies and in China until 1843, 
parsing his examination in December, 
1818. Having obtained his commis- 
sion as lieutenant in 1846, ho wan, 
three years later, selected as a volun- 
teer for tho Arctic Expedition sent in 
search of Sir John Franklin, and was 
appointed to tho command of tho 
Pioneer. Ho norvetl with distinction du- 
ring tho ltussian war, for which be re- 
ceived ft Companionship of the Bath and 
the Ordors of tho Lotion of Honour and 
the Mejidie. In 1857 up commander of 
tho Furious, ho took part in tho capture 
ol tho lakii Forts, afterwards proceeding 
to Japan. Ho returned to China in 1858, 
j\ni tyro years afterwards, his health 
Aiavjyg Wffered, ho returned homo on 
hull pay, »ftd has since in various capaci- 
ties been proMiinoiitly before tho public

On motion of Conn. Gerow a commit- 
tee was appointed to take tho matter into 
consideration. Conns. Gerow, Qowod, 
Walker and Trounco were appointed.

Fire Inquest. 

A. C. Elliott, Esq.. empaneled Jnmes 
Fell (foreman), Carlo Rossi. M.J. Lyons 
and Joseph Wilson as jurors to inquiro 
into the cause of tho fire on Monday 
morning. 

Harry Howarth, who discovered the 
fire, deposed that ho saw tho blazo was 
coming out of tho northwest cornor of 
tho billiard-room; thoro was no ovidonco 
of firo near tho Colonial kitchen at that 
timo. 

Capt. F. Martin said that ho loft tho 
billiard -room at 2 o'clock on the morning 
of the lire in company with W. Sampson. 
There had been a tiro lighted in tho stove. 
Lighted a cigar with wooden matches be- 
fore leaving. All was dark when they 
left. Had been homo about 20 minutes 
when the fira-bells rung. Tho stovepipe 
wont through tho ceiling and roof. The 
ceiling was wooden. Bats wore numerous 
about tha building. Was insured for 
8700. 

L. S. Lucas said he went to bed about 
ll 1 /, o'clock on Sunday night; saw a light 
iu tlm billiard-room; at 2% o'clock was 
aroused by a cry of firo, and saw tho 
flames earning out of the roof and win- 
dows of tbo billiard-room. Was insured 
for $8000. 

J. LeBrun, cook at tho Colonial, said 
ho left the kitchen about 9 o'clock on 
Sunday night. Tho tiro in tho kitchen 
was then out, When awakened by the 
cry of lire saw tho ilames ooming out of 
the billiard-room. 

Harry Warnor deposed that ho left tho 
hotel between 11 and 12 o'clock on Sun- 
day night. There was a light in tho bil- 
liard-room. Tho stock of liquors was 
very large. 

The Jury found that they wero unable 
to ascertain or givo any definite opinion 
as to the origin of the said tire. 

Remarkable Story of One of Bar- 
num's Curiosities. — An old man has just 
died at Troy, N. Y., who had a most re- 
markable criminal career, or showed ex- 
traordinary depravity in claiming as his 
own crimes that others havo committed, 
while on his death bed. He was noticea- 
ble for the ahsenco of hair on both his 
hoad and fact), and ho said he was tho 
person exhibited, some years ago, by 
Barnum, as "Vancouver, tho no-haired 
man of Vancouver's Island," though he 
was boru at Sharon, Lichfield county, Ct. 
After being with Barnum seven years, he 
said he begun a life of crime, and ho had 
had eight wives, seven of whom aro still 
living. Ho said that ho hud been con- 
corned in three hundred burglaries since 
ho left Barnum, three of which were at- 
tended with murder. He hud beon ar- 
rested ono hundrod and fifteen times, and 
sorvod many torm3 in prison, ranging 
from six months to two years. Ho was 
an accomplice of Dan Noble, in tho cele- 
brated bond robbery of 1809, and being" 
tried at Buffalo, was sont to Auburn Stato 
Prison for tivo years, but, after serving 
two years was pardoned out. He was of 
tho gang that robbed the St. Catherine's 
(Canada) Bank, and made out an alibi, 
when tried, through tho testimony of a 
woman supposed to be perfectly trust- 
worthy, but who was an accomplice in 
the robbery. Tho plundor was 820. 000 
and a large amount of bonds; tho latter 
wene buried in Delaware, N. Y., county, 
near the Ulster county line, where they 
aro yet for aught ho could tell. There is 
a reward of 85,000 still standing for the 
arrest of tho robbers. The dying man 
also claimed to have planned tho robbery 
of mail bags at Utica about a year ago. to 
have participated in tho Comatock rob- 
bery at Utica; and to know who broke 
open tho Port Jorvis Bunk in 18G9, when 
$50,000 was stolen. Ho pretouded, too, 
to give a full account of tho recent mur- 
der of Mr. Edwards at Cooperstown, N. 
Y., mentioning tho names of thoso con- 
cerned iu it, and declaring that the man 
now under arrest is not the guilty party. 
The confossiou was nmdo voluntarily to 
a clergyman whom he haul called tu his 
bodside.

The Treaty Difficulties. — Tho Do- 
minion Government has sont a remon- 
stranco to Washington against tho action 
of their Custom officials, who rofuso to 
allow soaled carB to pass ovor the Grand 
Trunk from Canada to Portland with 
goods for export without being first ex- 
amined at Islaud Pond, theroby cnusing 
a delay of from 24 to 48 hours. Imme- 
diately after tho prorogation of Parlia- 
ment tho Canadian Government forward- 
ed to the Colonial Secrotary a. memorial 
protesting against the infraction of tho 
articles of the Washington Treaty by the 
American Government, in taxing fish 
packages. To this remonstrance no reply 
has yet beon received, but it is stared on 
good authority that tho American Gov- 
ernment will bo obliged to refund all the 
duties collected contrary to the spirit and 
the letter of their Treaty obligation. Tho 
American Government has notified Can- 
adian forwarders that thoy will not bo al- 
lowed to bond lumber passing through 
United States canals in Canadian bot- 
toms. ThoDominion Government, having 
been made cognizant of this arbitrary ac- 
tion on tho part of tho United States offi- 
cials, an inquiry will bo made at Wash- 
ington immediately as it seriously affects 
the Canadian forwarders, and would soon 
throw tho wholo of tho eastern lumber 
froight business into tho hands of Amer- 
ican boat owners. 



The Povbrty op Ricnits. — Mis. Chris- 
tine Toons, tho only lady saved from tho 
Schiller, having recovered somewhat 
from the shock on her nervous system, 
relates to a lady correspondent tho fol- 
owing incident of tho shipwreck: She 
said among tho passengers was a lady 
who had a beautiful little boy; ho was 
everybody's pet on board, and would be 
playing all day long with his mother or 
other ladies and gentlemen. Aftor tho 
steamer had struck the rock, tho lady, 
with tho boy in her nrms, rushed frantic- 
ally upon deck, and fell upon her knees 
before a sailor. "Save mo and child, for 
God's sake, save us! I am rich, immense- 
ly rich — save mo, and thou shalt be 
wealthy and without cares forever.

The 
Mali says tbo public will rejoice at this 
evidence of activity on tho part of tho 
Canadian Ministry, for, of courso, the 
appointment is tho immediate result of 
suggestion from Canada. Sir Aloxander 
Gait will make an excellent Commis- 
sioner; nnd while wo do not in the least 
dissont from his appointment, wo think 
tho country will regret tho position w as 
not offered to Mr. Peter Mitchell than 
whom no man living thoroughly under- 
stands the whole fishery question. 

From tho Volunteer Review we learn 
that the proposal mado to adopt tho soft 
felt lint, with turned up brim, for the 
Volunteers, has been rejected ou the 
ground that it would bo "unsightly and 
unsoldierlike. A forage cap with front 
and back peak has been adopted experi- 
mentally, and a few have been ordered. 
It will have the advantage of shading the 
face and back of the neck from the sun, 
and protecting both from rain. It was 
formerly, before tho introduction of the 
white helmets used by troops of tho line 
iu tropical climates, and when covered 
with a white caso and llap behind, is a 
UBoful and serviceable head dress for 
camp or parade duties."

of Christ Church Cathedral, Viotoriu. B. 
C. Thb jurisdiction of tho Bishop-oloct 
will extend ovor tho Province of British 
Columbia and all States and Territories 
west of the Rocky Mountains. Tho Rev. 
Mr. Cridge being tbo first Canadian and 
clergyman of the Church of Eugland in 
Canada raised to tho Episcopate in tho 
Reformed Episcopal Church, it was 
agreed that tbo consecration of the Bis- 
hop-elect should take placo in Emanuel 
Church, Ottawa. 

Thb Hon. Mr. Mackenzie is not expect- 
ed to return to Canada until tho latter 
part of August.

back to a sido door which was opes sud- 
denly tripped and fell out.

The train was quiokly 
stopped, aud a large number of passen- 
gets returned to look for tho body.whioh 
whon found, was shockingly disfigured. 
Tho legs and arms were broken, and the 
brains lying on tho ground in a large 
mass. Tho body was picked up and put 
on a hand car that happened to bo noar. 
His brains wore put in his hat, and the 
whole being coverod with the uniform 
ooats of a number of artillerymen, was 
propelled by train to Brosseau Station, 
wUere the body was taken care of. The 
train then proceeded. 

The Sombra Murder- 

[Torouto Globe,) 
On Monday last a telegram appeared 
in tbo Globe concerning a mystorioua 
shooting caso in tho township of Sombra, 
about tivo miles from Wallaceburg. 
About ono o'clock on Saturday morning 
Mr. R. S. Finley, hearing a noise in tho 
stable, arosp from bed and taking with 
him a lantern went out, supposing some- 
thing was wrong with the horses. After 
a time, as he did not return, Mrs. Finley 
called up two young men who were in 
tho house, nnd on their proceeding to 
tho stable they found Mr. Finley lying 
on his face just inside tho stable, quite 
dead. His own gun, which was usually 
kept in the stable, was lying near him 
discharged. The excitement in the neigh- 
borhood was intonso, Mr. Finley having 
been a respectable and well to do farmer, 
formerly s school teacher, and a man 
greatly esteemed for his goodness, intel- 
ligence and unpretending character. It • 
was clear that the unfortunate man could 
not havo shot himself; and, therefore, 
tho conclusion speedily arrived at was 
that a murder had been dono. 

A jury was called and an inquest held 
by Dr. Mott, of Dresden, the evidence of 
MrB. Finley and other inmates of the 
houso being taken. Suspicions was di- 
rected to tho wife and a supposed para- 
mour, one William Honry Smith, a man 
hired by Finley, and one of those called 
by Mrs. Finley to go to tho stable when 
tho body was found. 

Nothing but the murder was talked of 
in tho vicinity, and the probabilities of 
Mrs. Fiuley's evidence before the coro- 
ner wero fully commented upon. Dis- 
trust was tho inevitable conclusion in the 
minds of onlookers. On the day the re- 
mains were buried further suspicions 
wero aroused by tho strange conduct of 
Mrs. Finley and Smith. The woman ro- 
fused to go to tho funeral, though it is 
usual in country places for female rela- 
tives to follow tho corpse to the burial 
placo. Smith, too, showed extreme re- 
luctance to join the mournful procession, 
and so strong wore tho foelingB aroueed 
in the nurds of tbo neighbors that their 
suspicions were increased to an extent 
which led to his arrest at tho grave. Tho 
woman, after tho funeral, suffered ex- 
treme agonies of mind, and nbont noon 
on Thursday, stricken down by the ao- 
oumulated horrors of her situation, aud 
impelled by the workings of remorse, 
she made a confession to Mr. John Fin- 
ley, which wns afterwards taken down in 
writing by tho Coroner, as follows: — 

"On Friday morning Smith told me he 
bad arranged the murder for tho night 
before, but thoro being no cao ou the gun 
ho did not carry it into effect. 

"Friday ho went into the stablo to cut 
potatoes for seed, aud capped tho gun. 

"At ono o'clock on Saturday morning 
\\j went into the stables and loosed the 
horse to make a noiso to draw Finley 
out. Ffnley, being awake, got up and 
went out. 

"1 1 eard tho report of tho gun. A 
minute or so after Smith cams to the 
door and knocked. 

"I went to tho door, Smith told me it 
was dono. 

"A short timo after this I wont to tho 
bed where Smith and a boy called Shanks 
were sleeping, and pretended to awake 
thorn. They got up aud went to the sta- 
blo. 

"I then went out and asked them what 
was tho matter. One of them replied, 'Ho
